An Indian skeleton, five and a half 
feet long, was unearthed by workmen 
employed by Contractor Olaf Swen- 
nes on the South Seventh street sewer 
job this morning.

mon Coulee road, about two feet be- 
low the level of the street. 
X<* indian weapons or implements 
of warfare or peace were found with 
the skeleton. 
The skull, and bones 
were preserved almost perfectly. Two 
teeth were knocked out by the shovel 
of the sewer digger, otherwise all the 
I teeth were preserved. 
Large molars, 
perfectly preserved, were found. 
The 
high cheek bones and the 
shallow 
depth of the grave were proof that 
the remains were those of an Indian. 
The workmen judged the Indian 
must have been about five and a half 
feet tall.

W hen exposed to touch the bones 
I broke away, being extremely brittle. 
An effort will be made to have tile 
'kelt ton put together by a physician 
and given to the library for permanent 
keeping. 
One year ago Contractor Swclines 
found the remains of an Indian in the

have 
unearthed 
many bones, some of human beings 
and others supposed to be those of 
the reds.

Alexander Selkirk. 
“ Robinson Crusoe” w as published In 
April, L ib . 
A few years lie fore, about 
1712, Woodes Rogers, iii his “ Voyage 
Round the W orld,” had given an ac­ 
count of his calling at the island of 
Juan Fernandez in 1700 and bringing 
aw ay a man clothed in goats’ skins, 
“ who looked wilder than the first ow n­ 
ers of them.” His mime w as A lexander 
Selkirk, and he had been on the Island 
four years and four mouths, having 
been left there—“on account of a dif­ 
ference” —by Captain Stradiiug of the 
Cinque Torts. 
Selkirk w as fcora at 
Largo, in Fife, in lt>7<». 
A ll the time 
he w as on Juan Fernandez he w as in 
p erfect solitude until discovered by 
Captain Rogers. 
Selkirk died In 1723 
on board a king's ship, the W eymouth, 
of which he w as mate, leaving his ef­ 
fects by w ill to sundry “ loving fem ale 
friends.” 
H is chest, his gun and his 
.drinking cup, the last made of a cocoa­ 
nut shell, are—or w ere till lately—the 
property of his descendants at Iuirgo. 
Selkirk has been generally accredited 
as the original of Robinson Crusoe. 
Defoe, besides reading the account of 
him, m ay even have seen him person­ 
ally. 


Til® British Song Thrush. 
The song thrush is almost the best 
known and most w idely distributed of 
all British birds, aud if we take into 
account its persistence in singing as 
well as the beauty of its song it per­ 
haps deserves the first place among 
British songsters.

For eight years after com ing to this 
country Basse was a resident of this 
city and it was through the people 
he was associated with here that his 
strange story becam e known, for in 
M ilw aukee he was only identified as 
H enry Basse, nothing being learned 
of his form er life. 


Of Noble Parentage 
Rasse was born of the nobility in 
Berlin, G erm any, served bis m onarch 
in the arm y and was honorably dis­ 
charged. 
I hei^ he married a beautiful 
and w ealthy woman of his native city, 
and in four years she presented him 
with tw o daughters, then languished 
and died, w orrying Over the depraved 
habits of her husband, who becam e an 
inebriate. 
B elieving 
m ore 
m oney 
would cause him to drink w orse, she 
left her entire estate of $1,000,000 to 
her daughters, who were reared by a 
sister-in-law , Mrs. Van 
Lintel, 
and 
with whom Basse also resided for sev­ 
eral years. 
H is vicc grcw on him and 
lie was pow erless To cope with 
it. 
Then he quarreled with his relatives 
and in his pride came to this country 
w ithout funds and never com m uni­ 
cated with his fam ily again although 
he was in dire straits m any times. O n ­ 
ly once he sent for his watch, but the 
duty on it at N ew Y o rk was $35, and 
he allowed it to return to Germ any. 
Nursed Back to Life 
In this city he sunk low er and low ­ 
er and few would have dream ed the 
man who was cleaning spittoons to 
“ bum*’ his drinks was of the hest o f JI 
the fatherland of Germ any, and that 
blue blood of nobility flowed in his 
veins. 
He could speak three lang­ 
uages, French, German and English. 
a did w rite a beautiful flow ing band. 
Close to death with his fatal m alady, 
alcoholism , he was taken to the O ut- 
gam ie county poor farm, hut careful 
nursing by the proprietress of the in­ 
stitution, 
Mrs. 
Edward 
Finnegan, 
brought back to his health. 
For six 
years he lived there and his story was 
learned, as he becam e greatly attached 
to 
Edw ard 
Finnegan, who bad be­ 
friended him in his need. 
But his vice 
was still with him and at tim es he 
was m elancholy and m orose, and three 
times attem pted his ow n life, but was 
saved by M r. Fincgan. 


Loved in Vain 
Then he loved, in vain, the pretty; 
housem aid around the institution, and 
the u n requ ited love again drove him 
to a desperate attem pt to take his life 
by drow ning, but lie was saved, this in 
1904. 
\\ hen he quitted the poor house 
he went to M ilwaukee, w orked a year 
at the Fam ous, a clothing store, and 
then at the Republican house, until he 
again took to drink and Succeeded af­ 
ter ten years in taking his life.
